Desegregation Background 

The Kentucky Council on Higher Education (CHE) was assigned, by 
Governor John Y. Brown, Jr., to prepare a desegregation plan for the 
Universities of the Commonwealth in response to a court order from the 
U.S. Office of Education, Office of Civil Rights (OCR) which cited Ken- 
tucky in violation of the 1964 Civil Rights Act — still containing vestiges 
of the segregated system that existed before the Supreme Court outlaw- 
ed "separate-but-equal" institutions in 1954. 

Kentucky was given 60 days to devise and submit a plan to correct the 
situation. Items cited were: (1) racial identifiability of undergraduate 
students; (2) racial identifiability of faculty and staffs; and (3) failure to 
enhance Kentucky State University. This court action stems from a 10- 
year-old lawsuit filed by the NAACP legal defense fund to require the 
federal government to enforce the 1964 Civil Rights Act. 

Desegregation Chronology 

January 15, 1981. In a news conference, Harry M. Snyder, Executive 
Director of the CHE, accepted responsibility, on behalf of the CHE, for 
devising a plan and explained that, "Although we do disagree with some 
of the findings — and agree with others — we will progress with the 
development of the plan ..." A committee was established and an outline 
was to be presented at the February 10 Council meeting. 

January 26. In a related concern, the Kentucky Commission on Human 
Rights released a report showing underrepresentation in employment of 
both blacks and women in Kentucky higher education. 

February 2. Governor Brown visited KSU, toured the campus and met 
with University officials for some three hours. He expressed concern for 
the future direction of KSU. 

February 10. The Council meeting was the first airing of merger sugges- 
tions amid heated discussions and reminders that the Kentucky 
desegregation plan was due at OCR on March 16. The CHE rejected a 
staff proposal to ask OCR to reconsider its order based upon updated 
statistics and errors in the 1978-79 evaluation of Kentucky and agreed to 
submit a letter announcing the State's intention to develop a plan and to 
request a 30-day extension. 



February 24. A subcommittee of the Interim Joint Committee on Ap- 
propriations and Revenue, a 5-member legislative panel, while discussing 
budget cuts in higher education, took a vote on a suggestion that KSU be 
closed. 

March 5. KSU students marched to the Capitol in protest of the closing 
concepts reported in the news media. 

March 12. William Cox, CHE member, proposed a resolution, which pass- 
ed, that the CHE staff study the possible reorganization of the entire 
university system. He called for merger of KSU and UK, Merger of 
Morehead and Eastern Kentucky University, and merger of Murray and 
Western Kentucky University. 

March 16. Snyder hand delivered a plan (No. 1) outlining general goals 
and timetables to the OCR in Atlanta. On May 5, Snyder released the 
federal evaluation of this plan in which William H. Thomas, regional OCR 
Director, indicated that more details were needed. 



April 27. The KSU enhancement proposal (No. 2) was submitted to the 
CHE staff for distribution. The proposal called for facilities improvement 
and upgrading program offerings. 

May 4-10. Frankfort Chamber of Commerce sponsored Community 
Awareness Week titled "KSU and Frankfort, Too." 

June 4. Morton Holbrook, council member, submitted a proposal (No. 3) 
to the Minority Affairs Committee to merge KSU, University of Louisville 
and Jefferson Community College. The Committee voted to send the pro- 
posal to OCR without a vote of the full Council, to generate a reaction. 



June 15. Regents' Executive Committee endorsed KSU enhancement 
proposal which was subsequently approved by the full Board. 

June 25. William McCann, CHE Chairman, proposed (No. 4) to Minority 
Affairs Committee that KSU's mission focus on State government service 
and that land grant function be redirected to support government ser- 
vices and adult education. He also emphasized changing the administra- 
tion to address racial identifiability. 

June 25. Minority Affairs Committee voted to ask for more time on KSU 
enhancement issue. 

June 30. KSU Regents establish enhancement committee to develop 
another plan. 



July 9. CHE shelved Cox proposal to study feasibility of state-wide 
mergers. 

August 12. Raymond Burse, CHE member, proposed (No. 5) that KSU re- 
main a small college and focus on talented students and public affairs. 

August 13. KSU Regents' plan (No. 6) for enhancement is submitted con- 
taining 10 new academic programs and the new college. 

November 11. Robert Bell, CHE member proposed (No. 7) that KSU be 
converted to UK Community College. 

November 30. State Senator Georgia Powers secures signatures of 103 
members of the Kentucky General Assembly urging retention of KSU as a 
free-standing four-year institution. The petition was presented to the 
CHE at its December 3 meeting. 

November 30. Alternative plan (No. 8) was distributed to CHE members. 
December 2. President Butts, with reservations, endorses plan No. 8. 
December 3. KSU Regents endorse, with reservations, plan No. 8 

Plan No. 8 Summary 

On December 3, the Kentucky Council on Higher Education unanimously 
voted approval of plan No. 8 — "Consolidated Proposal" — to enhance 
Kentucky State University. This plan was originally drafted by Council 
members William McCann, Raymond Burse and Donna Maloney and was 
revised in part during the December 3rd meeting. 

The Consolidated Proposal recognizes the need for and supports the 
concept that KSU remain a small, liberal arts, public service oriented in- 
stitution. In summary, it addresses two basic points: expanding public 
service and reducing costs. 

Specifics include restructuring land grant function to support the public 
service and liberal arts missions and strengthening public affairs, the only 
graduate level program to be offered at KSU, to become a model pro- 
gram. KSU is to begin negotiations concerning the development of a 
graduate center in association with the University of Kentucky, Eastern 
Kentucky University and the University of Louisville. 

Cost reduction measures include a thorough evaluation of existing 
academic programs and a review of faculty and staff positions for 
restructuring and cutbacks. All nonacademic programs and activities are 
to be evaluated and reorganized or eliminated to effect further cost sav- 
ings. A faculty/staff relocation program is to be established to assist in 
the relocation of KSU faculty members displaced as a result of program 
eliminations. 

A facilities inventory is to be conducted immediately, noting necessary 
improvements consistent with the redefined mission or transfers of pro- 
perty to the state for other uses. 

The plan also outlines a series of specific cost-reduction measures for 
consideration by the Board. 

Copies of the plan may be obtained from the KSU Alumni Affairs Office or 
reviewed at Blazer Library.

PAN-HELLENIC COUNCIL OF KENTUCKY 
STATE COLLEGE 



PREAMBLE 

We, the representatives of fraternities and sororities of 
Kentucky State College in order to establish and develop a 
spirit of cooperation among the various fraternities and 
sororities on the campus; in order to foster a constructive 
program that will stimulate and guide each individual of the 
Greek letter organizations to follow the principles of frater- 
nalism; and in order that the best interest of the College can 
be conserved, do ordain, establish and adopt this 
Constitution. 

ARTICLE I 
Name and Purpose 

Section 1.— The name of the organization shall be the 
Pan-Hellenic Council of Kentucky State College. 

Section 2. — This council shall exercise supervision and 
regulate all matters of common interest to the fraternities 
and sororities. 

ARTICLE II 
Membership and Term of Office 

Section 1. — There shall be three representatives from 
each fraternity and sorority and one faculty member as ad- 
viser who shall be a member of a Greek letter organization. 

ARTICLE III 
Officers and Their Duties 

Section 1. — The officers shall be Chairman, Vice Chair- 
man, Secretary and Treasurer. The office of the Chairman 
shall rotate yearly and the first Chairman shall come from 
the first Greek letter organization set up on the campus, the 
second from the second, etc., down the line.

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE STUDENT 
COUNCIL 

Preamble 

We, the students and faculty of Kentucky State College, 
to develop a spirit of cooperation on the campus, to en- 
courage student initiative, to afford development through 
self-control and leadership, and to create an intermediary 
between faculty and student in matters of general welfare, 
do unite in establishing an association of all the student 
body and accept for its government the following 
constitution: 

Article I — Name and General Function 

Section 1. — The name of the representative body shall 
be the Student Council of Kentucky State College. 

Section 2. — The Student Council shall be the governing 
body in matters pertaining to the common interest of the 
students, operating in itself as a lower authority in conjunc- 
tion with the Executive Council of the institution as the 
higher authority. 

Article II — Purposes and Powers of the Council 

Section 1. — The purpose of the Student Council shall 
be: To have joint jurisdiction with the Executive Council in 
the regulation and promotion of student activities. These 
student activities shall include the activities of such 
organizations as the Student Publication, the Dormitory 
Clubs and all other student organizations other than frater- 
nities and sororities. 

Section 2. — The Student Council shall have power to 
enact legislation over all matters of student concern, as 
listed above in Article II, except in matters of grave nature 
or where faculty members desire to present cases directly 
to the Executive Council. The legislation shall be subject to 
ratification of a joint committee. 

Article VIII — Jurisdiction 

Section 1. — The Student Council shall have original 
jurisdiction over matters of welfare in which both men and 
women students are involved, either on or off the campus, 
and appellate jurisdiction over matters of welfare in which 
either men or women students are involved falling within 
control of either the men's dormitory governing organiza- 
tions or the women's dormitory governing organizations. 
Appellate jurisdiction in matters determined by the Student 
Council finally resides in the Executive Council. 

Section 2. — Whenever any action taken by the Executive 
Council is not understood by the students, the Student 
Council shall have the power to ascertain its meaning and 
interpret same to the students. 

Section 3. — The meetings of the Council shall be 
governed by Roberts' Rules of Order. 

AMENDMENT NO. 1 

The General Student Election shall be held on Friday after 
the mid-semester examinations for the second semester 
each year. 

The President and other representatives of the Student 
Body at Large shall take office immediately after election. 

The President of the Student Council shall be a Junior of 
not less than 75 semester hours upon assuming office. 

Whenever the Office of the President of the Student 
Council becomes vacant, the Vice-President shall assume 
the office. If the Vice-President fails to meet the prescribed 
qualifications for President, the Student Council shall name 
a student who does meet those qualifications to act as 
president until the next general election.
